In another columa will bo found a 
report of tho proceediogs before the 
Ballway Committee of the B-onse of 
OommoBS. These proceedings are chiefly 
important as affording evidence of the 
tbornagh honeeiy and earnest o ess of 
the Pomiuion Gfovernment in respect 
of their railway obligations. For our 
ov»n pan, we were never troubled with 
miBgiviogs n that point. But there 
are nome io this oommnnliy who cannot 
say as much, There are {hose who, 
when the terms of union were iu cooree 
of ueKoliaiion, did not hositaio to sug- 
gest that Iho Caoadian Qovorument 
might prove unfaiihfal to ihoir railway 
covenant, onoe Bri'ish Columbia wne 
in. It was even bioted that tbe 
promise to construct the railway was 
made in order to induce British Colum- 
bia to enter the Union, and without any 
serious intention ot beiog fulfilled,— 
tbatsonae pteteztfor broaking it would be 
foaod. Tho emphatic ennooiattons made by 
Ministers before the Railway Commlltee 
must ooLstiloto an eflectuol answer to tbeae 
iDtimations— a fitting rebuke totbe dubject) 
of Boeb base BDipioioDS. The extreme joal- 
•usy with which MinlBtera guard the Obdb- 
da Paoifio Railway agalost everjthiog ihst 
might possibly exert an influence unfavor- 
able to the BObeme (or which they have 
pledged the bonor and credit of the Govern- 
ment, and Ibe country ought sorely to elimi- 
nate the last doubt from the mind of the lait 
doabter. And it is lor suoh a Goveromeot 
that we olalm the ondivided aoppoit and 
nnswerving allegionoe ol British Oolumbia. 
Were that Goveromeot to be defested at the 
approaohing eleoiion, of wbioh we are bappy 
to aay there is not the most remote proba- 
bility, very diflerent aontimenlB, iljia to bo 
feared, would be expressed by the now Cabi- 
BOt Ministers reapootiog tberailway. We do 
not wish to judge even the Qril leaders un- 
•baritably; but oaitiioly their words and 
TOtea jostify snob a oooclnsioD. 

IgiVcrtMit Ballway Proceedings. 

The following prooeedinga look plaoo in 
the Railway CommUiee of tbo Cncadian 
Hoass of UommoDs: — 

" Mr. Morrison moved the adoption of tbe 
bill to iooorporato tbe Fort Garry and Lake 
Superior Railway Company. 

Sir Geo. Cartier thought tho bill shonid 
pass, but a eoapending clauas nboaid bo 
■ertad, 'o tho ott'oct tlmt it uhoukl oomo inio 
operation only at a tirao to bo fixed by tbo 
QovarDor-in-CoQDoil. 

Sir F. Hinoka doubted whether it would 
be advisable to charter a oompaoy for build- 
ing wbal would easentiully be a rival road to 
the Paoifio Railway, wbich they were all 
anxiouB abonld be comploicd io over; posuiblo 
way. It was of tho Rreuioet con«equeni.o 
that no obttaole should be thrown lu the 
way of that nndertakiag to which tbe faitb 
of the oouotry was pledged, and that no 
doubt ehonld be created as to its oompletioo 
within the time specified.

I'lie ruiid 
proposed tu bi) built would bo iiuaresl 
by the way ol tho laky to Furt Gurry, and 
would be a hundred miles at least west of 
tbe Lake Snperior braoob of the Pacific 
Railway, which wonid have its tormioaa at 
Neepigoo Bay. The easoii it was import- 
aot that tbo ohariL'r abuuld bu ({laiitoil wu» 
that while ii would tikis ton yc\iro or inoru 
to build tbo Pacific Uailway, lliia road ouuki 
be compleiuil ui ibreu yuarH iifld tbu« alloid 
an early and direct ujeaus nf ucouso to the 
prodootive regioDS of the Noitbwest.

Tbo Grand Jury 
thsn retired. 

John Otto waa nnturalized, and the Ooart 
adjourned for one hoar pending the deoiaion 
of tbe Grand Jury. 

12:45. Tbo Coait again met and tbe 
Grand Jury fonnd trae tiillB in tbe oaaea of 
B'll, Abbey and Peter (Indian) ; Wataoo, 
DO trae bill. 

In the oaee of Bell, Mr. R. Biabop, Ihe 
prisoner's Attorney, reqneemd a postpooe- 
mant of tbe trial till nest aeBsize<>, on tbo 
gronnd of great personal feeling a^aiDBt ttie 
prisjner in Nanaimo, and t-^e brevii; ot time 
allowed h>m to pernse tbe depositiong. Tbo 
applieation not being allowed, he rcquesicd 
tbat it might be postponed until Tbursda;. 
Tbe application was granted and tbe case 
poitpoDed Bocordingly. 

Wm. Abbey pleaded gnilly to Btealiog 
tools l:om the Newoaatle Qasrry and was 
'•nntenood to six mootba imprisonment nii b- 
ont bard labor. 

.Peter (Indian) pleaded not guilty to the 
charge d LoDse-braakiog. The lolloping 
were aworn in as Petty Jnry: Win Sabiaion, 
Alex, BasoD. J Saga, J Scales, Jib. Mills, 
Wm BroWD, Fetor Taylor, Moscb Webb, 
Job. Ganner, R Usslem, Wm Baker, R 
Browo (Foreman). 

Tba evidence for tba prosecntion showed 
that Samnel Morgan and Wm. Ferguson 
found tbe door of Mr. Webb's baltery ajar, 
•and upon one going in tbe prisoner rushed 
out and waa arrested by Samuel Morgan. 
Jlr. Webb awore that the bouse was aU ee- 
onre when be left, and identiSed the things 
stolen as bis property. 

The BTidenca for tba defence went to 
prove tbe good obaraoter of tbe pifioner for 
the 'aat five years. 

Tt8 jo'yt. reinrned a verdict of gailty of 
bousebreakiog, and the prisaoer was asnten- 
eed to 6 m nths impriaonment with hard la 
bor. 

BKCOND BAT. 

Tba Court met at 11 a. m. and prooeeded 
to try Gaorgo W Bell on tbe charge of mur 
dering Ibomas Dation. 

The prisoner, who waa defended by Mr. 
Bishop, pleaded not guilty. 

Tba lollowing gentlemen were then eworo 
in as a jory to try tbe case: F Sage (fore- 
man), John Scales, C T Jones, F Newbjroe, 
Jf Lawless, R Haslein, John Morgan, Wm 
Hogan, M Wobb, Jos Curry, A Ebsod, J 
Thomae. 

Wm Hunter, sworn— I remember the 25ih 
June; I saw the piiioner on the railroad 
uaar MrBaecbor's bouse; I asked bim where 
be was going, and he said t) Departure Bay 
to kill Bill TrogonniDg and bia cousin. 1 
asked is that bo? bo anawerod yea. He had 
• double barreled gun and a dog; it wnn 
•"boat 1:30 p.m. I want and told Mr Frasor 
and Mrs Fiddiok. I saw piiaouor at a dic- 
tanoe when be came from Dapditure Bay, 
with Mr Allport und Mr Fraser, 

Cross-examined by ptisoner's counB3l — I 
have known and worked witli the priaaoer 
for years; he appeared oa if ho was crying 
when I aaw bim and seemed excited. His 
©ondnel waa always good and peaceable as 
long aa 1 have known bim. 

Re-examined by tbe Attorney General— 1 
have beard ol bis fighting, but I never saw 
bim io a passion; 1 never heard of his uemg 
& knife. 

Alexander Fraaer sworn —I saw the pri- 
aooer pasa by my bouse on the 25lb June. 
He bid mo good bye acd waved bia hand. 
He was loo far away Irom me to notice bim. 
He waa carrying pomething, but 1 did nut 
notice what it was. I eaw him beiwoon 1 
and 2 o'olook, and again ai Departere Bay 
on Mr Dnnamnir's wbarf, with a man named 
Papley J there were alao eomo Indians 
Mr Allport was witb me. The priaoner said 
to Mr Allport I've done ll. I asked him 
what be did. Ho said I killed that man. 
Mr Alport aakod him wbero the ra.in wai. 
Ha aoBWorcd, come and I'll ahow jou. 
The prisoner, Mr Allport and myself wsnt to 
flee tbe DBan. VVo louod him a liitle wuy iu 
tba woodi, Bome 400 or 500 yards from the 
wharf and about thirty yarda lurther from 
Hughes' bouse, We found the body eovor- 
od wiib blood all over the face. It was ly- 
ing face downward; Bell tnrood it over; it 
was tbe body of Thomas DuIsod. I could 
ooald not see any wonnda on tbo face it waa 
■0 covered witb blood and dirt, i did not 
look to BBS it there were any other wounds. 
Dutson was not dead; ho groaned. I found 
the pistol and knile on tbe wharf whiob 1 had 
Bean io Boll's band; wlien 1 Drsl uama to ttiu 
wharf 1 did not find it. Tho pistol was 
broken; I identify some of the piocos. Tbo 
knife waa a common abealb knife 6 or 7 
tnlBliei in laogtb ol blade. I did not obaetve 
tbe. condition of the knife, fiell had a little 
bleod en bis moustache and a few spots of 
blood on bia cheek. lie had no coat on, but 
a while bandkerohiot around bia neck. I 
did not ootico if ho bad on snspundare. 
He bad on a belt witb pistol holster and 
ahettb lor a Inife. I could not find the pis- 
iol and knife. We tben 'want to tbe oaooe 
and tbe priaoner offered to pull ns along. 
We Isll the body nod came to Nanaimo. I 
believe the bodj arrived before we did. 1 
did not see tho body again until it wuu be- 
ing cariied up to tbe Conrt-bouse. It nas 
aboat 5 o'oluok. 

By Mr Biabop— I bare koowo tba ptisoDcr 
two yeara; be worked a staana pamp at the 
works. I believe be had a wife and cbildten. 
I don't know if he had a ranob. Tho cir- 
cumitauoB of bis waving bis hand and Buy- 
ing good bya in anuBaali but 1 did not no- 



tice it as be waa aome diBtanoe ofi; be baa 
nlwaye been poaceablo to my knowledge. 
Datson aaed to work in tbe mine witb tbe 
prisoner and lives about 12 yards or so from 
bim; no habitable building intorvonea. When 
I saw bim at Departure Bay witb tbe knife 
and pistol in bia band be was very exoitad. 

Mark Elliott baviag been aworn in as in- 
terpreter, 

Hatulb, an Indian, tcatifiod to the fact of 
having tdkeo tbe priionsr ovoi tu Nowoaatie 
Island iu a canoe; that tbe prieoner lay 
down in the canoe with his bead on tho 
thwar>(i, and that ha bad a gun and ideoti* 
fied tbe gnn. 

Tba Ouurt then adjourned for half an honr, 
at the expiration of whiob time certain in- 
dictmenta were drawn up for the oooaidera> 
tion of tbe Grand Jnry, viz: agaiubt Joho Sa- 
bitton (or ebootiog witb intent, and Jaa Sb- 
bietoo lor assault. 

Wm J Hughes sworn — I was at iiome on 
the 25lb June. Tbe prisoner oame iu with 
bis gun presented at me os 1. was laying on 
a box; 1 was uowell, He says, 'I'll kill yoa.' 
Said I, ' kill away.' ' No,' said bQi ' you're 
a good man,' He stayed soma time tilking 
and wanted me to show bim tbo way to Tre- 
gonnlngs. I said I was too weak, and he 
asked me to let one of my dangbteis go. 
While be was talkiog he pat up bis band aa 
it to keep silence. I looked out of tbe win« 
dow and aaw Dataon and oalled out, 'Loolc 
out, Tommy.' I heard the guo fired; I saw 
both Ibe men ranningand t'eey twined a rose 
busb and I did not sea any more ol tbuin 
until Utar in tbo day, when 1 saw Boll UQ> 
dar DuDsmair'a wbaif branduhiotj aomc- 
ihing; 1 oould swear it was s knile. 

Mary Hagbos, daughlor of tbo previous 
witness, oorroborated her lather's ututemont, 
and added ibat, when Diitson paeeed, father 
told Boll not to shout. 'Oh,* b' id Bell, 
' death ie nothing to mo.' lie rnahed oul ol 
the honse and firod ut Uatsoe; I biw tho 
ball go past Daiuon and then both rao. Boll's 
back was turned to me whan bo lired. 

C. A. Allptrt, eworii — I knowtlio prlBoncr; jaw hlm|oij 
Iho 21«l .jf Juno ttl 7 a. m. lu town at Lovi'a Blor«. 1 
Hpoto 10 hini Dou'l rf inembor muoll ol wh.it lio *ilJ. 
llu was c;iyiiig aud apoko of Ills cbilJri'U. tann him 
agiilu bolwoL'll S.SU unl 4 p.m. ill Dopurluro ou Ur 

Duuamulr'a Wburl. Uo waa Ulklng to Joa Faplor- 
aaia, 'Allport, I'TO done U.' He had la his hand » inih- 
mill part of tilt atook of a pistol. Uo said be h«d ciilloil 
UiitBon RBd told bim be wDuld not murder him, but that 
bu would figbt bim fairly. I called to Paploy sayli g, Wu 
mual look altor tbo body. Boll voluntacred to abuv un, 
mill Krasor aud I treat «l>b bim. Be ebowed oa tliu 
body.

It was lying aome i or i foot 
fruoi bia bead. 

Tbe tbrou latt vitnessea attest to tbe fact that DatBou 
waa net dead but apoko to them two or three times, aak 
ed for water, saying bo wn» ilying. Wbllal they were 
carrying him to thecauuo bo aakcd tbem to atop as he wci 
lu auob pain, Ibey did and maktog an impromptu streUiti 
or carried bint to the cauoe. Uo straggled fearfully iu tbe 
caaee and auid he waa dying.

Be 
supposed the injury iu tbe back to bsTO been done with 
a kiiite re<iulriug K''oat force. Tho cauao of death lio 
couslJerod 10 b>! the l«B3 ofUlood I'roni tho wounil lu 111- 
luag. Uo thought tbe waund could not have been iu 
nictod bf a mau lying Budsr auotber. It would lie barely 
possibto.

The 
time occupied in traversing this distance was 
aboat two years and a ball, giTing a mean 
rata cf aboat six milaa and a half a day,
